At the end of February, Canada’s un- 
employment insurance fund amounted to 
more than $182,000,000, That is a lot of 
money, even in days when wartime budgets 
are cast in terms of billions. But as the 
insured number 2,750,000, this fund aver- 
ages only $66 per head; and $66 does not 
last long when a man is out of work and 
he and his family have to draw on their 
accumulated savings, 

Insurance funds are common sense 
means of providing against possible want, 
as they are of providing against any other 
adverse condition. But the best of all 
unemployment insurance is a steady job, 
and no amount of piled-up insurance 
money can safeguard large numbers of 
people against want in the event of wide- 
spread and prolonged idleness. However 
large the insurance fund may become, con- 
tinuous employment and fair pay must be 
the main objective in regard to post-war 
conditions. There is no substitute for full 
employment and regular pay envelopes.

The Coal Supply 


While the operators of the closed coal 
mines in the Edmonton area are consid- 
ering a revised bonus offer from the Do- 
minion, Hon, C. D. Howe makes the reas- 
suring statement that there will be coal 
available next winter to heat all Canadian 
homes. The inference is that plans are 
under way which will assure production in 
all fields up to the requirements. 


The statement is timely because mem- 
ories of the uncertainty which hung over 
the fuel situation last summer and the 
summer before tend to arouse apprehen- 
sion, particularly in an area where the 
mines are not now operating, Wartime ex- 
perience has shown that idle mines in sum- 
mer are liable to mean a coal shortage in 
winter. 


It is to be hoped that whatever arrange- 
ments are under way will result in the 
Edmonton mines reopening soon, and that 
these as well as all other mines will oper- 
ate steadily throughout the summer, Bins 
filled and stock-piles built up during the 
warm months are the best possible guar- 
antee of comfortable homes when winter 
comes. This, it may be supposed, is what 
Mr. Howe had in mind,

That Victory Garden 


All the reasons which induced people to 
make Victory Gardens last year are 
equally good reasons why they should do 
so this year. And scarcity of some kinds 
of vegetables during the winter has given 
one of the reasons an emphasis it lacked a 
year ago, These shortages occurred de- 
spite the extra gardens and the larger 
gardens that were planted last spring. 
The inference is plain that production 
should be at least as large this summer 
as it was last if there is to be an assured 
better supply when winter comes again. 

Utilitarian reasons are not the only 
ones for putting in a Victory Garden. 
Gardening is the oldest occupation of man- 
kind according to the Bible, and whoever 
plants things and tends them is keeping 
the race tradition. It is a sanitizing occu- 
pation, and is said to ward off more kinds 
of mild lunacy than any other. It is a prac- 
tical reminder that all we eat comes out 
of the ground, that somebody sweats to 
produce it, and that in sharing the labor 
one gets back to the primary obligations 
of existence. A less remote and perhaps 
more widely appreciated consideration: 
Who does not like a garden, and take pride 
in one that he has caused to grow? 

Any reason is good enough for planting 
and tending a Victory Garden—and the 
time to get busy with the preliminaries is 
right now.

Who Pays? 


The legislature of Quebec has given the 
finishing touches to a bill empowering the 
Government to take over and operate 
plants in that province which produce 
electric power. The province of Ontario has 
for many years been operating such plants. 
The province of British Columbia is in pro- 
cess of taking over the plants there. 

All this is the business of the people of 
those provinces. They have a right to 
adopt the public-ownership policy if they 
want to. But it is not their exclusive con- 
cern, The taxpayers of all Canada are fin- 
ancially interested, For the reason that 
privately-owned concerns pay taxes to the 
Dominion treasury, but  publicly-owned 
concerns do not, 

Thus, the Montreal Light, Heat and 
Power Consolidated pays $15,000,000 a year 
as corporation taxes to the Dominion; but 
the plants will pay nothing after they are 
taken over by the Quebec Government. 
The Hydro-Electric Commission of Ontario 
has escaped hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars of taxation during the last twenty 
years which would have been paid by pri- 
vate companies operating the same plants. 
The federal treasury will get no corpora- 
tion taxes from the British Columbia 
power plants after these have passed into 
the hands of its Government, 

All this shrinkage in the Dominion revy- 
enue will have to be made up by the tax- 
payers at large. When the Quebec and 
British Columbia plants have been taken 
over it is fair to estimate that the general 
taxpayers will have to put up from $40,-

000,000 to $50,000,000 per year because 
three provincial governments have dis- 
placed private concerns as producer's of 
electric current.

Franco Takes a Hand 


Herr Hitler has apparently engaged dic- 
tator Franco of Spain to persuade the 
democracies that they had better make 
peace with Germany lest Russia become 
master of Europe and dragoon the con- 
tinent into communism. Franco is prob- 
ably as good a man as any for the job, 
for it is hopeless. But no doubt he will do 
his best, for he is certain to be swamped in 
the repercussions when the Axis crashes. 


While they approve neither and have no 
notion of falling for either, democratic 
peoples can have no difficulty deciding 
whether Nazism or Communism presents 
the greater menace to Europe. Russia, 
never started a war to enforce its political 
system on another country, Nazi Germany 
did. That is the whole argument as to 
whether the nations of Europe will be 
more secure in their rights and liberties 
with Russia dominant on the continent 
than they would be with Nazified Germany 
holding first rank, 


The democracies could not live at peace 
with the Hitler gang while Russia was 
neutral, and would not make peace with 
Adolf and his bandits if Russia were still 
neutral, Franco hasn't the slimmest chance 
of getting them to stop fighting his patron 
because Russia is also fighting him. He 
will have to think up something else to 
save Hitler—and himself.

Field Marshal Sir John Dill told 
|the Academy of Political Science | 
}in New York Wednesday night, that 
| what he called “war weariness” is 
|the greatest threat to a peaceful 


land well-ordered post war world. 
This observa- 
tion by Sir John 


Dill is so exceed- 
ingly important 
| that I hope it will 
|be repeated and 
discussed every- 
where. 

What he means 
by “war weari- 
ness” is this; that 
immediately  ° a 
long and difficult 
war is over, peo- 
ple feel they have 
earned a period of relaxation. As 
a consequence they devote to the 
problems of peace only a_ small 
fraction of the energy, interest and 
intelligence that they have devoted 
to the problems of war. 

Because of this sudden psycho-! 
logical change, this period of leth- | 
argy and exhaustion, a second war 
begins to take nebulous shape im- 
mediately the first one is over. 

* * * 

For the vital fact we forget is 
this: that while wars are fought in 
war time, wars are made in peace 
time. In a period of war we are 
only rectifying by force the mis- 
takes that have been made during 
a period of peace. 

It seems to be obvious then, that 
peace time calls for quite as much 
statesmanship, quite as much patri- 
otism, quite as much public spirit- 
edness and quite as much devotion 
as war time. Perhaps it ealls for 
more. 

If we can remember that, perhaps 
we will be able to build a world fit 
to live in. If we fail to remember it, 
we will simply begin to sow the 
seeds for a new war immediately 
this one is over. ° 

Certainly the lesson of 1918 
should be alive in the minds of 
everyone—that dreadful period of 
irresponsibility and excess when 
the democratic world, having put 
its shoulder to the plough of world 
justice, looked giddily back for 
twenty fatal years. 

Sir John Dill’s observation is not 
new. It is not startling. But it is 
one of the most important state- 
ments that have been made since 
the beginning of the war. 

* * * 

That it is necessary to warn 
against relaxation and lethargy in 
the post-war period is seen very 
plainly in the attitude that is al- 
ready developing towards that era. 

The plain fact is that most people 
are looking forward to a gilt-edged 
Utopia after the war. 

There is an impression abroad 
that the proclamation of peace is 
going to usher in the kingdom of 
heaven overnight and that life will 
be ridiculously simple and easy 
from that time on. 

This is not the view of anyone 
who stops to think about it, but it 
is the vague idea of millions whose | 
equipment for thinking is a trifle 
unused, 

This preposterous notion is par- 
tially fostered by some of the more | 
zealous—and ill-informed — press 
agents for science who, on an aver- 
age of every fortnight, happily an- 
nounce the discovery of some new 
gadget that is designed to remove 
drudgery and expense from the 
business of existence. 

All housework is to be done by 
pressing a button, Motor cars are

Now there is no doubt in the 
world that science has and science 
will continue to make life easier 
and richer. But the idea of plopping 


suddenly into a workless and worry- | 


less world, through the benefac- 
tions of science, is sheer mischiev- 
ous nonsense. 

Yet that is the impression many 
people are building up. 

And the worst of it is that this 
attitude of mind is reflected in 
much current political thinking, 

Everything is going to be lovely. 
There will be no more poverty, no 
more sickness, no more war, 

Well, these things are all possible. 
But they will not be brought about 
by fatuous hopes and beatific ex- 
pectations. They will come through 
hard work and struggle and long 
planning and a great deal of sel{- 
sacrifice. 

You can’t cram two chickens into 
every pot and two cars into every 
garage by legislation. 

The most arduous part of the war 
is yet to come. And if we want a 
lasting peace, the end of the war 
will signal no more than an even 
more strenuous and consistent ef- 
fort.

There was a great to-do in the 
London papers this week over the 
discovery by the publishers of De- 
brett’s Peerage that a greater num- 
ber than usual of phoney peers and 
baronets and knights awe running 
loose in England. 

Some Canadian commentators 
saw, in the tendency of the English 
newspapers to poke a little fun at 
this situation, a popular revulsion 
against titles in the Old Country, 

I think this is an entirely false 
conclusion to draw. For the con- 
tempt of the English was not level- 
led against legitimate titles, but 
against the pretenders. And in this 
very contempt for spurious nobility 
was implied a high respect for the 
real thing. 

Very many people find it exceed- 
ingly curious that in the most real

And then there is another factor. 
Sometimes a democracy works best 
when it preserves part of its feud- 
alistic background and some of its 
feudalistic traditions, For even in 
democracies some few individuals 
find themselves in positions of tre- 
mendous power. - 

Who is gaing to wield that power 
most benignly, the fellow who has 
learned his obligation to those un- 
der him from a book, or the fellow 
who has had it bred in his bones 
over centuries? 

Strangely enough, even the House 
of Lords is a peculiarly democratic 
institution. Actually it is the only 
legislative chamber in the world 
whose members represent a fair 
cross-section of average  intelli- 
gence, 

Any House of Commons is likely 
to become a self-centred little in- 
tellectual aristocracy. Only the ac- 
cident of birth can produce a group 
of men who possess the average 
view. That is why, in the broad 
view, the British House of Lords is 
infinitely more common than the 
Commons and why the Commons is 
infinitely more lordly than the 
lords. 

You can take all this with your 
tongues in your cheeks or out of 


them.

And speaking of aristocracy and 
such, it has amazed me very much 
thdt our people have manifested a 
tendency to jubilation over the an- 
nouncement of King Victor Em- 
manuel of Italy that he will resign 
his royal duties when Rome is taken 
and hand them over to Crown 
Prince Humbert 

Why anyone should be pleased 
with that arrangement is consid- 
erably more than I can understand. 

For while Victor Emmanuel al- 
lowed himself to become a petulant 
show-window for Mussolini, in his 
later years, he was something of a 
man in his youth. But Humbert has 
always been what the English call a 
“bounder.” 

He married the very lovely and 
intelligent sister of King Leopold 
of the Belgians, His behaviour to 
her has been a public scandal. 

And while he manifested hostility 
towards Mussolini it was not be- 
cause Mussolini was misgoverning 
the Italian people or leading them 
into senseless and treacherous and 
vainglorious wars, but because 
Mussolini's position overshadowed 
his own personal importance, 

As a matter of fact, his hands 
were up to the shoulders in the 
same sort of graft that enriched the 
late unlamented Count Ciano and 
other disreputable wastrels of the 
fascist group. 

If the Italian royalist group had 
actually plotted to unseat royalty 
in Italy, they could have devised 
no better way of doing it than by 
calling Humbert to the throne. 
There will be a republic and per- 
haps a communistic republic in 
Italy five years after Humbert 
takes charge.

And now, I want to say a frank 
word, if I may, about something 
that was thrust into the local news, 
this week, by a clergyman from 
Winnipeg.

It is bad enough and degenerate 
enough to single out the members 
of any one race for a baseless pre- 
judice and a senseless persecution, 
Wherever the Jews are so oppress- 
ed they merit our sympathy and 
our support, 

But what happens to the Jews 
in these waves of anti-semitism is 
nothing to what happens to the mis- 
guided persons who launch those 
waves. 

It is a dreadful thing to be the 
victims of race persecution, It is an 
even worse thing to be the victim of 
the hallucination of race superior- 
ity.

I might as well be quite candid 
and say that I am opposed to any 
| system of unrestricted and indis- 
criminate immigration.

Eire Today Retains Old Charm 


Thatched Cottage Roof and 
Earthen Floor Disappear 
For Modern Ideas

There doesn't have to be a drop 
of Irish blood in your veins to 
make you interested in stories of 
Eire today. 

Visitors to Eire these days re- 
port their experiences as an ex- 
cursion into the 18th century, for 
in a land without oil or coal, there 
are no trains, no electricity, That 
means travelling by stage coach, 
lighting with candles, and working 
by hand. 

In addition to the lack of oil and 
coal, there are almost no imports— 
so everything must be made or 
raised at home, Living on a sus- 
tenance level turns out to have its 
own appeal, meager but leisurely. 

But Eire, or Ireland, had never 
really lost many of her old ways, 
for the industrial revolution had 
hardly scratched the surface. The 
Irish cottage, so picturesque, so 
lovable, threatens to change for 
the better in point of health and 
convenience, as modern ideas pene- 
trate, 

To this day most people in rural 
Ireland live in those engaging 
white-washed stone cottages with 
thatched roofs strung out in a long 
shape, with rooms added at the 
ends like a railroad car as the fam-

Make Up Naval Losses 


WASHINGTON, April "17—(AP) + 
—Admiral Ernest J. King, com- 
mander-in-chief of the United 
States Navy, said Saturday Ja- | 
pan’s war fleet is already damag- | 
ed “So that she can never hope 
to make up losses” and heavy 
new blows at it may be expected 
in the “next few months.” 

“We are seeking opportunities 
to strike whenever we can get 
within range of their warships or 
bases,” hesaid,“and I think you 
will find, within the next few 
months to come, that we shall cre- 
ate these opportunities.” 

As examples he cited recent 
successful attacks on Palau, Yap 
and Woleai Islands in the South 
Pacific Caroline Islands, once the 
vaunted stronghold of the enemy, 
where further damage was inflict- 
ed upon the battered enemy fleet. 

Admiral King added: “We have 
reduced Japan’s merchant fleet to 
not more than two-thirds of what 
it was when we were attacked; 
we have sunk well over 2,000,000 
tons of her cargo tonnage, and 
have so seriously damaged her 
fleet of warships that she can 
never hope to make up losses by 
building new fighting ships or 
repairing those that we have 
damaged... . 

“To date, we have sunk, prob- 
ably sunk or damaged by sub- 
marine action at least 600 Japan- 
ese merchant vessels.”

Salvation Army 
Ready to Help 
House Problem 


In order te house transients, 
migrating returned soldiers, sail« 
ors and airmen, their wives and 
families, and British bombed-out 
victims of the war, the Salvation 
Army is attempting to purchase 
buildings in key Canadian cities 
to build up a Dominion-wide 
hostel chain, Col. James Merritt 
said here Sunday in outlining 
plans for a post-war hostel plan. 
The plan would aid an estimated 
1,000,000 transient persons in 
Canada. 

Social and property secretary of 
the Salvation Army in Canada, Lt.- 
Col. Merritt was herve on an annual 
tour of inspection of the Salvation 
Army men’s hostel, 97 street, and 
the Eventide Home, Bonnie Doon. 

At the hostels. meals, beds and 
advice would be provided for the 
temporary tenants, with charges on 
a nominal basis, 

Plans include hostels at Halifax, 
Saint John, Moncton, Montreal, 
Toronto, Ottawa, Winnipeg, Saska- 
toon, Edmonton, Calgary and Van- 
couver, Col. Merritt said. The Dom- 
inion government has endorsed this 
plan, and Salvation Army officials 
hope to make details public shortly. 


RESTORE BUILDINGS

always been possible in the past to 
compose wage and working con- 
ditions requests by negotiation, and| 
were of the opinion that the 1944 


requests could be compromised 
WILL ACCEPT DECISION 


They intimated that, while reluct- | 


ant to have to resort to an arbitra- 
tion board, they were willing, if all 
efforts to settle by negotiation fail- 


ed, to submit their claims to the! 
board and to abide by the board's | 


decision, They asked that the city 
also abide by the decision of the 
board if the matter was submitted 
for arbitration. 

In their report to the city coun- 
cil the city commissioners state 
that it would then appear that in 
the event the dispute went to ar- 
bitration the appropriate war 
labor board might consider as a 
basis of award (a) the 1939 basic 
rate of wages plus the full cost 
of living bonus, (b) local wage 
rates wherever comparable, or 
(c) wage rates paid in other 
municipalities. 

If the first or second methods of 
approach were adopted by the 
board, then the commissioners’ pre- 
sent offer would amply meet the 
situation, for the city besides restor- 
ing wages to the 1929 level, has 
given some general increases in pay 
since AuguSt, 1939, as well as in- 
creases in pension contributions; 
and, in making comparisons with 


local wage rates, it should be noted | 


that pension and sickness contri- 
butions ete., are equal to about 15 
cents per hour. 

However, if comparisons are 
based mainly on wages paid by 
other municipalities, then an offer 
along the general lines of the recent 
Calgary settlement would be rea- 
sonable, 

POSSIBLE NEW RATES 

If the increases recently granted

When we get down to 
the 60-day minimum we requisition 
for more,” Maj. Johnson explained. 

There are about 251 civilian em- 
ployees at the centre now. 

Military personnel is being re- 
placed steadily with _ civilian

No supplies for the army are 
purchased locally with the ex- 
ception of some fresh meat, fresh 
vegetables and dairy products.
